CANADA HAS BEEN 
FINANCED IN ITS 
WAR EXPENDITURE 


Advances Will Be Made to Do- 
minion by Bank of 
England 


By Bulletin Leased Wire 
OTTAWA, Oct, 16. Phe minister 
of tinance today informed the press 
that financial arrangements had been 
made to meet the war expenditure of 
the Dominion for the present fiscal 
year The funds will in the first in- 
stance be obtained from the Bank of 
and, which will make advances 
he Canadian mwovernment from 
tim to time as required for naval 
nd inilitary . purposes, At a luter 
date when market conditions permit, 
Canadian permanent funding war 
vin Will be issued and all temporary 
nae yledness liquidated. The Cana- 
dian permanent loan wil be made at 
such time as will not confliet with 
any issue or issues of the imperial 
government. This can be made the 
subject of aun understanding between 
the Chancellor of the exchequer and 
the Canadian minister of finance 
The war appropriation act of Au- 
gust last, covered a vote of fifty mill- 
jon dollars It is probable that the 


tenance of Canada’s contingent will 
necessitate during the year a much 
lurger expenditure which the gov- 
ernment is now in a position to meet. 
The negotiations between the minis- 
ter of finance and the Bank of Eng- 
land have been carried out thnough 
Hon, G, H, Perley, as the representa- 
tive of the government in London, 

The minister of finance said that for 
Punposes other than war expenditure, 
(he London market still remains clos- 
ed to permanent issues, 

The minister further said that the 
completion of the financing of the 
war expenditure for the present fiscal 
year was not only most gratifying in 
jiself, but as having a direct bearing 
upon the tinportant question of ex- 
change between Canada and Great 
Britain, 

If Canada were obliged to raise by 
domestic issues any substantial part 
of our war empenditure, the funds 
now available through our banks for 
the credit needs of Canada would to 
that extent be diminished to the ser- 
jous detriment of the entire commun- 
ity The cash condition of the Do- 
Ininioen treasury continues strong, 
large credit balances belng matntain- 
ed .both in Canada and London,

ed by the )_ninieter of finance,
